Dr. Breckinridge's Statement 

IN WU TO Till: CALI MXIKS OK 

l T.-(;ov. J ACOH, ok KBWIVCKY. 



I penitently confess that I was one of the 
people of Kentucky, who, throuirh great 
I'lindness of mind, niade Richard T. Jacol, 
our Lieuten-.- ntliovernor, at the same time 
that, with e.iual f-.lly, we made Thomas E. 
Bramlette our Governor. I have borne my 
share o' these humiliations with reasonable 
OOBlp isure— and mostly in silent At pre- 
H en> it is Mr. Jacob that obliges me to apeak, 
aB (i that in a manner which is extremely 
'\isagreeable to me, and winch may not be 
partii-uiarly agreeable to him. 

Mr. Jacob, let me .say. was a person whom 
I barely knew, and whom 1 would have 
no motive on earth either to injure or to of- 
fend. He had served the country for one 
year, I believe, in the army in Kentucky- 
anil had lost some blood, more or less, in 
some skirmish— which seems to dwell 
iK-rmanontly in his imagination, liut Un- 
people made him a Colonel to get him into 
service -and made him Lieutenant GrOTOr- 
nor when the service was over. Besides 
that, he has been fortunate enough to be very 
rloselv connected with my old friend, th.- 
late Thomas H. Benton, and it was to be 
hoped had initiated some of his great qoal- 
ities, which might become him better than 
his violent manner of abusing those he dis- 
liked. Nor should I omit to state— what 
may surprise the public— that he prolQOaOd 

to be a follower of Christ and a member oJ 
the same denomination of which I am a 
minister. As far as 1 know, the original 
eauseof Mr. Jacob's wrath against me MrM 
my strong expression of dissatisfaction 
w ith his manner of talking about arresting 
the progress beyond Chattanooga of our 
army in the spring of ISM, by the deatrno- 
tionof its communications, by the outraged 
pro-slavery men of Kentucky. It is siir 
niticant that this lirst idea of Mr. Jacob's 
disloyalty was communicated to me on the 
memorable night about the middle ot 
Mar. h, 1864, the same on which Governor 
Hramlette's wrath against me took its rise, 
from 1113- opjKisition to his lirst proclama- 
tion about the enrollment and draft of ne- 
groes, and in the presence of most of the 
same gentlemen— two of whom, at least, 
gave account of Mr. Jacob's violent and 
uialoyal talk. 

During the canvass which commenced in 
Kentucky— after the. adjournment Of the 
Legislature in lsoL and extended to the 
Presidential election in November follow- 
ing — a violent, and 1 presume from the no- 
torious facts of the case, as well as from 
some intimations of Mr. Jacob himself, a 
coneerted attack was made on me— by a 
number of the most prominent ■npporteri 
of the movement to carry Kentucky to, 
and in concert with, the Chicago Conven- 
tion, Mr. .Jacob mentions, besides himself. 
Col. W'olford, John IS. Huston, Mr. Sliip- 
man, of the Louisville .Journal, ami Bmtus 
J. Clay; his sense- of delicacy, possibly, led 
him to omit the name of Gov. Bramlette. 
As soon after I |>erceived what was being 
attempted, as a proper occasion presented 
itself, 1 invited ex-(iov. Robinson — th" rep- 
resentative of my Senatorial District— an 
active canvasser, aud reputed the ablest 
and most eloquent leader of the new move- 
ment in central Kentucky, to meet me in 
LsSxlagton, and discuss publicly, from day 
to day, all the issues before the people, as 

longas he sawtit.and the people would Mates 

to us. 1 thought that the proper way to meet 
any combination that might exist against 
mO| and that Mr. Robinson saw lit to de- 
cline the meeting, was certainly no fault til 
mine; and that any other persons saw lit to 
persist in their attacks upon me, certainly 
leaves it wholly to my own choice to deter- 
mine in what manner, at what time, to 
•rhat extent, and whether at all, 1 shall re- 
dress myself upon them, all and singular. 
If, therefore, it had been literally true— as 
it was utterly false — that 1 had procured 
the arrest of Mr. Jacob, Colonel NVolford, 
Mr. Shipman and Mr. Huston, 1 should 
have done no more than they all richly de- 
served— no more than the cli'aracter ol'tbeir 
proceedings' against me individually would 
iiavc justified mo iu doing— no more than 
the disloyal conduct of each of them -anil 
eapeeiaily Of Mr. Jacob required — no more 
than the public authorities actually did of 
1 heir own accord. I considered Mr. Ship- 
man the most disloyal and daag e r ot al man 
of the combination. 1 knew nothing of any 
intention to arrest Mr. Huston, till after he 
was sent away. Colonel W'olford, w ho \\a> 

arrested, as 1 supposed, by order of General 
Grant, was a man fcr whom 1 felt kindly, 

who was, in my opinion, lirst seducrd and 
then betrayed, and who, When he comes to 
himself, will see many tilings iu a very dif- 
ferent light from what he has done. But 
my particular business, at present, is with 
M r. .J acob. 

Mr. Jacob published in the Louisville 
•Journal, of November Sd, M94, two or three 
oolumna of malignant and tocOa»orent vul- 
garity, directed against me, so far as the 
nrutal epithets with which it abounded were 
concerned. The publication was, however, 
directed against the President of the United 
states as lo the bulk and substance of it; 
and t ra du c ed him, as only a ChieagO plat- 
form expert, ever traduces anybody. My 
share Of slander then was, lor beiug, M WM 
saiil, a tool of Mr. Lincoln. It is only now, 
three ntonthe and more after the lirst pub- 
lication of that piece of Mr. Jacob, that 1 
have read it. And most probably 1 never 
should have read it, but for a second publi- 
cation by him. which appeared in the I^on- 
tsville Journal, of January 28th, 1885, of 
which I will speak pr es e ntly. For it is by 
no means my habit, to read, or to listen to, 
abusive and insulting things, uttered of me 
by bad men. And in this ease, bsavidssj 
what I have before said, 1 was, at the time, 
omtiued to my house in Fayette, by a seri- 
ous hurt, and was only able to lie carried 
to Lexington on the 7th of November, to 
my voting place on the Nth, ami to 
Danville on the nth — where my wint- 
ers work is done. It was on the 11th 

f November, as Mr. Jacob aasarta, 
that ho was arrested in Oldham county; 
and my impression is that his arresl was 
several times spoken of, in my presence, 
while in Lexington, as having been ordered, 
or i t solved on. But 1 had heard his arrest, 
and that of Mr. Shipman and Col. Wolford, 
so often spoken of in the same way, that it 
made no particular impression upon me. 
As I had taken no notice whatever, of his 
unprovoked abuse of me iu his stump 
speeches— and had been in no hurry to read 
Ins published abuse of me, while he was 
still at large— I certainly had no motive to 
do so, after he was arrested by the l 'ederal 
authorities, or while he continued under 
arrest. He alleges in his second publica- 
tion, that I caused Gen. Burbridge to ar- 
rest him, for his abuse ot me in his first 
publication. The statement is utterly false 
En both particulars: false as to the fact, false 
as to the motive alleged. And it is as reek- 
less as it is false— because Mr. Jacob him- 
self has furnished the proof of untruth, in 

both particulars, For while he asserts in 
ins second publication, that I Induced Gen. 
Burbridge to arrest him, and that my mo- 
tive was personal vengeance for his abuse 
of me in Bis lirst publication; he sssarts, 
just as positively in Ins first publication, 
that 1 desired and endeavored to have him 
arrested, before he made that publication, 
but 1 could not get it done. Tt is fortunate 
when men are restrained by nothing, that 
they should lack sensw. It is certain- 
ly true that my opinion was most clear and 
positive, that Mr. Jacob was an eminently 
proper subject for arrest, trial, and punish- 
ment; and tliat I not oidy avowed this opin- 
ion openly, but printed and published the 

ground of it in a permanent form. It Is 
■ISO most decidedly my opinion, that after 
his arrest, Mr. Jacob had no personal claim 
on the President, for any indulgence; and 
that, in every public point of view, the 

President owed it to pnnUe Jnstjce, sad ths 
penes of society, to the loyal party in Ken- 
tucky, and to himself — to leave this turbu- 
lent, \ Inflictive, and disloyal demagogue to 
the QfSMeqnsncsS of his own conduct, in- 
stead of turning him loose, and endorsing 
him by implication as a Union man. Who-

grossly abuses the confidence of the Presi- 
dsntjsnd deserves the abhorrence of what- 
ever really loyal nu n ma3' be able to livo 
in Ivcntuckv, after that policy has had its 
effect. 

The second piece of Mr. Jacob published 
in tlM Louisville Journal, of January i>th, 
188a, puts me in the place he made the Pres- 
ident occu py in the first place; and puts 
Genera] Ihirbridge in the place he made me 
OOCUpy, in thai piece. It suited Mr. Jacob, 
before his arrest, to make the President re- 
sponsible, and me his tool; but having as- 
certained that arrest means release, much 
more frequently than it means punishment, 
it suits h 1 in now to make me principal, and 
Gen. Burbridge my tool. It is the same 
transactions, and the same parties, con- 
cerning whom these opposite accounts are 
Riven, As for myself, I know nothing of 
the action or wishes of the President, in 

Mr. Jacob's case — except what is stated in 
such published orders concerning it, as 1 
have happSASd to see. The President's 
order of January isth. 1H<;.">, which seems to 
complete Mr. Jacob's happiness and glory, 
permits, him to return to Kentucky, and re- 
main there at large; refuses to decide any 
thing, "as to the right or wrong" 
of his arrest; and intimates MOM* 
thitijr about "misunderstanding among 
Union men.'' The main use Mr. Jacob 
has hitherto made of this signal mark 
of executive clemency, has been lo traduce 
the President iu cards ami speeches, and 
Gen. Burbridge personally and officially, 
in his second piece, after "the special man- 
ner of traducing Mr. Lincoln in his first 
niece. Me£aincS I dsiailim'SllJllS treasona- 
ble menace against Sherman's coinmunica- 
lions, he never ceases to traduce; all he 
varies is the situation. My reply would bo 
all the time, the same; unspeakable indil- 
lerence to him, as an individual— but as 
Lieutenant Governor of Kentucky, and at 
the same time as eminently dangerous ami 
untrustworthy, belief in the propriety af 
his arrest, trial, and proper punishment il 
f .und guilty. He says sonic one, in the ab- 
■enes of Gen. Burbridge — his Adjutant 
Genet si, I suppesx — tolcgrsphod about the 

following: "Lieut. Gov. Jacob was arrest- 
ed ut the instance ol Dr. Itobsft Breckin- 
ridge, OO the charge of general disloyalty.'' 
1 heard that Gov. Bramlette was diligently 
circulating this scandal, by word of mouth, 

in Frankfort. Ky. — as fresh from Washing- 
ton— during the can vam there for Senator in 
ths Congress of the U, States early In Janu- 
ary. The President may therefore see tin- 
sort of uses to which some of our Kentucky 
agents, refugees, culprits, and office aeefc- 
iog patriots, put the civilities they partake 

of and the rumors they pick up about 
Washington. Put in this, as iu the pre- 
ceding ease, it is Mr. Jacob himself who 
furnishes thS clearest proof of his own 
guilt. 1 Is says he never had any idea what 
he was arrested for; I suppose he never 

asked nor desired to know. The moment 

he had the effrontery to connect my name 
with his arrest, he knew well enough what 

l denounced hint for. Why did he keep as 
silent as the grave in all his speeches 
and publications concerning that horrible 

threat, that the outraged Kentnckians could 

easily defeat Sherman's glorious and deci- 
sive advance by destroying his communi- 
cations? He foamed and raved like a mad- 
man about being called passionate and un- 
stable, and being told he had ehangSli 
sides when he took up with Chicago; but 
not one whisper, nor one BSJB of recogni- 
tion, could this specification extort from 
It i iu! 1 do not know what number or de- 
gree of charges or proofs Gen. Barblidge 
may have hail on file against him; nor do I 
fcnow what Gen. Purbridge or any of his 
-tall may have telegraphed to Washington 
about him or any other culprit. Hut I do 
know that, th addition to them all, and in 
the midst of conspiracy to break up the 

Union party la Kentucky, and da infinite 
mischief besides the history of which 
1 have written and published; tteamofomy 

knowledge, as I supposed, by good testi- 
mony, that Mr. Jacob was reputed to be 
habitually talking about Sherman's expe- 
dition, in'a manner the most perilous, vio- 
lent ami disloyal. Mr. Jacob speaks with 
great contempt of alleged conspiracies, and 
of those who believe in them— which is 
very natural in him, when we consider the 
fate' of the whole perpetual series of them 
set on foot by his political friends. When 
he returned to the bosom of Democracy, he 
found a great one consummated at Chicago 
l ist August for the destruction of the na- 
tion ; and he saw it exploded on the sifi of 
November at the Presidential slsetlon. 
When he returned lo .the besom of the 
Senate of Kentucky, he saw the one con- 
summated between the "Kings, Lords ami 
Commons'" of Kentucky for the disgrace of 

1 lenerai Purbridge exploded, as is reported, 

by some awkward handling at WsshiagtOU 
City. And he will see them all explode, in 
succession -and the contrivers of them ex- 
plode with them — and his own childish van- 
ity and ridiculous pretensions become a 
mere derisicn. 

There is one menace thrown out by Mr. 
Jacob, in his jiiece of January 2Mb, which 
demands the attention of the authorities. 
Taken in connection with the whole drift of 
what he has done and said, including the 
two of his late utterances which immediate- 
ly prec.de and follow it— namely his card 
to the New York World, dated January 
Uih, and his speech on resuming his seat 
as presiding officer of the Senate of Ken- 
tueky, on iho lth of February; it can be un- 
derstood only as a notice to the military 
authorities of the nation, that he is prepared 
and resolved to defy their interference with 
him, and to resist their orders molesting 
him. If he means anything else, it must be 
that Mr. Lincoln got wind Of his savage in- 
tentions, and was prudent enough to grant 
all he demanded, rather than risk the con- 
sequences ot Jacob's defiant return to Ken- 
tucky as an improvement on Vallandig- 
ham's secret return to Ohio. His words are: 
" It was my intention, if I had not received 
au unconditional release, to run the block- 
ade to Canada, and from thence to Ken- 
tucky on the convening of the Legislature, 
lo take my seat as the presiding oilier of 
ihe Senate, where the Constitution of my 
State required me to lie, and to tell General 

Bnr bridge Jthat in defiance ofa military de- 
spot, I would ilo my duty." In one aspect, 
this matter is thoroughly ludicrous. In 
another, it is pregnant with danger and 
mischief. With the most fatal principles 
and violent purposes constantly avowed, 
Mr. Jacob is released from Street and taken 
his seal as President of the Senate of Ken- 
tucky. Calling himself loi/ol and Cnion, 
he utters continually seditious, tlisloyal and 
menacing language, in a country which is 
overrun by guerrillas, and where tnariial 
law prerails. The Senate, iessjalsmd I'nion, 
receives him with the adulation due to one 
who returns a eonquerer aud a martyr com- 
bined, to their longing embrace. The House 
of Representatives, loj/<il and I'nion; the 
whole Executive Department, leges' SSad 
VniOH, ths whole Judiciary Department, 

fayal easd Pafea (except some little doubt 

Of Chief Justice Bulliltj— every thing l<n/nl 
■ 1 ml I'nion.' And yet, the State, for a year 
past, on the brink of open resistance to the 
authority of the General ( iovcrnment— and 
in flagrant and boisterous hostility to its 
entire policy for carrying on the war, for con- 
quering peace, and forrestoringsociety after- 
wards: and at this moment, it may be ap- 
prehended, more inclined to violent pro- 
ceedings, that might, without too great risk, 
give aid to the rebellion, and more disposed 
and eager tor the maintenance of slavery, 
than it ever was before. The split in the 
Union party, and the combination of the 
pro-slavery' part of it with the secession 
Democracy— gave the overwhelming vote 
of the State fbrJthe Chicago nominees and 
platform. It was the joint result of the po- 
litical combination, the action of the State 
authorities, and the inlluence of the armed 
rebel bands which pervaded the State. 
Unless a very great change in the situation 
occurs before the general election in A11- 
yust, 1886. a precisely similar political re 
suit, by the very same means, will proba- 
bly take place at that time: after which, it 
is proltal le, undecidedly loysj man would 
be permitted lo live peaceably in the State.

As for myself, why is it that for lour y. ars 
past, I have been continually sasaUed l.v 
the enemies of the < Jovernment, as ir I were 
a public officer of the highest grade; con- 
tinually looked toby a large part of so. fit iv 
as if I had the means, or authority, to do 
whatever I thought proper, or to SSeveal 
whatever I aHsaparOVSQ, from being dSSktf 
I have held no otlice of any description— 
nor have I made tin- smallest attempt to m 1 
any office — nor h IVS I shown the |SSJB] de- 
sire to have any otlice. I have no power, 
no patronage, no means of benefitting ani 
one, or injuring any one. A simple pri- 
vate citizen — I have been habitually treated 
by good men as if 1 was an Important p IU SI 
iu the State;— habitually traduced by l ad 
men as if I was, as a just ruler, a tem ( 
to evil doers. It is a result strongly in- 
dicative of our times, our institutions, and 
the extraordinary events which are p;iss- 
ing over us. The words, the example, the 
particular acts, the general life of an mi- 
ni tected citizen, come to be discussed in 
connection with the conduct of the Uhief 
Magistrate of the nation, and the BSnoOffd 
ings of general officers in chief command 
around him; while the great history behac 
helped to make, must make allowance I... 
his presence to o*» fully understood. All 
this is involved even in the fcrocions sitae tt 
made on us. Aud however itmayapi.e .i 
to other men — .t appears to me, 1 will con- 
fess, a greater aud more remarkable thing 
than if it had pleased God to make my 
labors and my desires for my suffering 
country, etfectnai in some of the ways, 1|. 
commonly appoints. There are, no doubt, 
some grave inconveniences; one of winch i 
now endure. 'The President and the Gen- 
eral in command may not be allowed, Im 
the proprieties of their condition, to taki 
notice of such assailants as Mr. Jacob;

/'< b. 7. — Sir: I bavethe botsor to report that I 
entered Little River. S. ('., on the niejbt of 
the Itb and ascended it about eivbt miles 
with four booU and liflv men. 1 landed tit 
■ sin. ill town in All .S.iints parish, on Little 
Hiver. Tbe (own was placed under guard 
witln.ut the knowledge of Hie inhabitant a, 
until succeeded in capturing some soldiers' 
arms. I held Ihepltice the next day and 
discovered and destroyetl about tilteen 
thousand dollars' worth of cotton. 

I also e.ipiured two (bits at the mouth of 
the harbor containing li.'! bales of cotton, 
wtiich had some time since been removed 
from a blockade runner to lighten her. 
These we brought off, together with some 
negroes. The HOath Carolina planters and 
all the men whom I met prott ssed to be 
w illing so come back under tho old Uov- 
erninent, and most of them seemed to be 
loyal men only awaiting emancipation 
from military rule. 

On tbe titb. I sent two boats' crews ashore 
In Charlotte Inlet, under command of Act- 
ing Master lVttit. He surprised and rout- 
ed tsM rebel force detailed to collect provis- 
ions in that country, capturing six soldiers 
with their arms and equipments and de- 
stroying the stores which had been gather- 
ed for the enemy at Port Anderson.

( >n motion of Mr. Morrill, an amendment 
was madeto tax ou all their parts at live pei 
OOnt, ad valorem, aud when duties have been 
paid on the boilers, they are to be deducted 
from the finished engines, water tanks, 
sugar tanks. Sewing machines and pla- 
ning machines are to pay the same tax. 

Mr. BotttweU oiler, d an amendment, 
which was agreed to, imposing a tax of 5 
percent, ad valorem, when manufactured 
clothing, or when annual products exceed 
?i,noo. 

The provisions in relation to tobacco was 
amended so as to read as follows: On smok- 
ing tobacco all kinds, not otherwise pro- 
vided for, SB cents per poand: on smoking 
tobacco made exclusively of stems, la per 
cent. 

Mr. Stevens ollered an amendment, 
which was rejected, to tax vinegar and 
acid I cents per gallon. 

Mr. Hooper's objection was to put such 
tax on the circulation of State banks as to 
exclude them from circulation andhare 
but one class of currency. It was to carry 
out the recommendation of the Secretary of 
Treasury and the Comptroller. 

Mr. Wilson ollered an amendiin nt de- 
signed to reduce the circulation of notes to 
the actual wants of currency, and to legi>- 
Leie Stat.- Rank notes out oi' existence. 

Pending the consideration of this subject 

the Committee arose, ami tho House penned 

tho Senate bill recognizing as a post route 
the bridge to lie built over the Ohio river to 
connect Cincinnati and Covington. Also 
the Senate bill recognizing its a mail route 
tho railroad bridge over the Falls of tbe 
Ohio at Louisville. Adjourned. 

SENATE. 

Mr. Wilson made a lengthy report, fa- 
voring the appointment of discharged sol- 
diers and sailors to such civil ollicesas they 
may be capable of tilling. 

The report was ordered to bo printed. 

Mr. Wilson made the following report: 

The Committee on Military Affairs and 
tho Militia, to whom was referred sundry 
petitions praying for the enactment of a 
law for the appointment to all inferior of- 
fices of persons honorahly discharged from 
the military or naval service of the Pnited 
States w ho shall have served for the period 
of three years during the present war, or 
who shall have Ittfferod permanent disabil- 
ity while in service, or who shall have been 
held for one year as prisoners of war, and 
that the tenure of such oflsOB be for life or 
during good behavior, having considered 
the same beg leave respectfully to report 
that, in the opinion of the Committee, il is 
the imperative duty of the State and Na- 
tional (iovernments" to giro the preference 
for appointments in the various civil offleee 
to persons who have been honorably dis- 
charged from the military or naval service, 
or who haTO Oafietcd permanent disability 
while ill the -ervice, provided they noooOM 
the qualifications necessary to properly 
discharge such duties. The number of civil 
OsssOM in the various departments of the 
Go/TOrn OOODi, though large at present, beat 
but a small proportion to the number of 
persons who have been honorably serving 
the country in the army and navy.and who 
must of necessity ngai-i engage in the vari- 
ous avocations of civil life. While it i> 
therefore the duty of the (iovernment to 
fire the preference to men who have been 
wounded In the service, it is the sacred 
duty of I lankers, merchants, manufact nreiB, 
mechanics and farmers, as well as busiu' -s 
men, in all the avocations of life, to give 
preference, in till pursuits, to soldiery who 
have been honorahly discharged from the 
■en ice of their country. The Committee, 
therefore, present the accompanying reso- 
lutions as expressive of the eoaOO of Con- 
gress on the legislation prayed for by the 
petitioners joint resolution to enn0WIOJ.fi the 
employment of discharged and disabled sol- 
diers; be it, 

Resolved, That jiersons honorably dis- 
charged from the military or naval service, 
by reason of disability resulting Irom 
wounds or sickness incurred in the line of 
duty, should be preferred for appoint nients 
to civil offiopl, provided that they shall he 
found to nooses the business capacity pocee 
eery for the proper discharge of the duties of 
such otlice. 

And be it further resolved, That in grate- 
ful recognition of services, ■acrinoce and 
Buffering of persons honorably discharged 
from the military and naval service of the 
country by reason of wounds, disease ot 
expiration of terms of enlistment, it is re- 
spectfully recommended to bankers, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, mechanic, farmers, 
and persons engaged in industrial pur>uits 
to give them the preference for appoint- 
ments, remunerative situations, anu em- 
ployments. Ordered printed. 

Mr. Harris ollered a resolution, which 
was iidopted, calling on the President for 
the report of the Court of Inquiry npon the 
subject of the explosion of the Petersburg 
mine. 

The report of the Committee of Conference 
on the Freidinen's Rureau was theu taken 
up. 

Mr. Davis addressed tbe Senate against 
the resolution. 

At OM o'clock the further consideration 
of the subject w as postponed till to-morrow . 

Mr. Cowan moved to reconsider the vote 
by which authority was. granted for the 
construction of a bridge- across the Ohio 
river at Louisville. He argued that such a 
structure would interfere with the naviga- 
tion of the river, which was of more im- 
portance than any railroad cnuld lie. 

It was proposed to make the spans of the 
bridge only 210 feet wide, and it would be 
found impossible to get steamboats safely 
through such a width. Tbe bridge at Steu- 
benville was of 900 (set spans, and that at 
Cincinnati was to be one thousand feet. He 
was in favor of making the bridge at Louis- 
ville like that at Steubenville.' He hoped 
the bill would be recommitted to the Com- 
mittee •on PostonsoOB and postroads, and 
properly amended. 

Mr. Powell did not believe the bill as it 
stood would interfere w ith navigation on 
the river. 

The yeas and nays were demanded on the 
motion to reconsider, which prevailed by a 
vote of 111 yeas to 17 nays. 

Mr. Cowan moved to amend the bill by 
striking out -40 feet span and inserting -Too 
feet span, which w as disagreed to. The bill 
then passed as it stood originally. 

The bill entitled "An act to regulate com- 
merce between the several Slates," was 
then taken up. 

Mr. Sumner spoke at length iu favor oi 
the bill, which he said WOO aimed against 
the odious doctrine of States rights. It was 
designed to break up a monopoly which 
could tribute on every passenger betarooa 
the dry Of New York and Washington, be- 
tween the political and commercial capitals 
of the nation, and the pretensions of the 
Camden and Amboy Railroad were men- 
acing to the Union itself. 

It was a nuisance which should be abat- 
ed, and a usurpation which should be over- 
thrown. 

Mr. Sumner then argued the ipiestion of 
the constitutionality of tbe measure, hold- 
ing that under the constitution Congress 
had the power to regulate commerce be- 
tween the States, to establish post routes, 
and to raise and support armies; under 
any one of which it could pass the bill un- 
der consideration. 

Mr. Hale followed Mr. Sunnier denying 
Ihe right of Congress to interfere with the 
rights ol States. As the bill proposed to do 
it was a blow at the Constitution, which he 
hoped would not 'meet the favor of the Sen- 
ate, lb- showed that the Legislature of 
New Jersey, in respect to the Camden and 
Amboy railroad, was not an exceptional, 
but that New York and Massachusetts had 
■ranted charters in which provisions w ere 
incorporated similar to those of which Mr. 
Stunner complained in the Chicago and 
Alton Railroad charter. Tbe gist of the blfi
